It is a light 
waltz song and except for one spread high tone near the 
end this might be classed as a perfect side, The popular 
Russian Nightingale Song of Alabieff has been recorded 
‘many times before but by reason of the excellent recording, 
the beauty of Miss Munk’s voice and excellent execution, 
we feel that we prefer her singing of this to any of the 


other existing versions.

Johann Christian Bach composed this sonata in two move- 
ments while living in England. It is a very charming work 
and the two movements are: Allegretto; Andante graziozo, 
the second being especially beautiful. 


Our flautist, Mr. Powell, who is one of the best perform- 
ers on this instrument, also has achieved great renoun as a 
builder of flutes and in this recording uses a platinum 
instrument. 


A charming work recorded for the first time in a most 
excellent manner. The balance is fine and the metal instru- 
ment imparts a bell-like tone not usually associated with 
this member of the wind section. 


BEETHOVEN 


Beethoven: Quartet in F Major, Op. 18, No. 1. The 
Coolidge Quartet, 6 sides, 3-12” discs, Nos. V-12420/22 
in VM-550, price complete with album $5.00. 


With the issuance of this; the first Beethoven Quartet 
and also the first in a new series by the Coolidge Quartet 
in the Junior Red Seal price range, Victor has announced 
that this distinguished American organization will record 
the entire series of Beethoven Quartets. 


This should be good news for a great number of music 


lovers. 


There are two other versions of this work available- 
Busch Quartet (VM-206); Léner Quartet (CM-58), Of 
these two the Léner’s playing and interpretation is much 
superior to that of the Busch Quartet which is mostly 
violin solo. Therefor, with such a noteworthy version to 
make comparisons, we are happy to say that this new 
version, while not having quite as good an ensemble as 
the Léners, is an excellent reading and interpretation. 
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A word must be said for the recording. In the past 
Victor's over amplification which traded as Higher Fidelity 
is fortunately missing. On these discs we have an excel- 
lent balance between the four instruments and a faithful 
capturing of the individual tonal characteristics of each 
instrument. 


We are pleased that the first album in this series is 
so fine and hope that the remaining recordings can be as 
highly recommended. 


Beethoven: Quartet in F Major, Op. 135—2nd (vivace);

If you are of the popular opinion that the King can do 
no wrong just pass over this. How to justify this set as 
well as to call it Encores is beyond our ken. String Quartets 
are String Quartets and not morceaux to be transcribed for 
the Symphony orchestra even if it be lead by the lionized 
Toscanini. To us this kind of thing shows the utter lack 
of discrimination both on the part of the conductor and 
the vast radio audience which applauds this type of musical 
butchery. 


The Moto Perpetuo is well played but there is a good 
recording of it by Ormandy and the Minneapolis Symphony 
on V-8661 where it is coupled with Gounod’s popular 
Funeral March of a Marionette, giving us a real encore 
disc. 


The two excerpts from Opus 135 are listed correctly 
above and not as on the labels: Scherzo; Adagio. 


The more we think of the many light works which make 


excellent encore items the less we think of the supposedly 
high standards of taste on the part of some musicians, The 
set is divided as follows: V-15547 having the Moto 
Perpetuo and the Vivace; while V-15548 has both sides 
devoted to the Lento. 


As a set of discs we do not recommend them, The 
recording is on the dry side and the big body of strings 
does not become the work in question. 


Beethoven: Sonata in F Minor (“Appassionata”’) Op. 
57. Rudolf Serkin (piano). 6 sides, 3-12” discs, Nos. 
V-15536/8 in VM-583, price complete with album 
$6.50. 


These discs, from Victor's Connoisseur's Corner, mark the 
debut, as a soloist, of Rudolf Serkin the well known col- 
laborator in some of the finest chamber music discs. 
Often an excellent collaborator does not make a good 
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soloist, but Serkin demonstrates conclusively that his solo. 


playing is on a par with his other work. 


To our mind here is the best version of this popular 
Sonata. In the June 1939 Record Supplement, we had a 
good version by Walter Gieseking (CM-365), of which 
we said we felt the artist did not fully realize the emotional 
content. In this set, Serkin gives us a vital and compelling 
reading surpassing that of Fischer (VM-279). The record- 
ing is excellent although it was originally issued in England 
in December 1936. An exceptionally fine realization of the 
piano tone has been achieved. The bass is strong and full 
while the treble is limpid, and the technical achievements 
of the artist are caught with surprising clarity, 


A set which we can fully recommend,

this Oratorio by Jean Plane! (C-P69340D) will welcome 
this companion disc. The part recorded here immediately 
precedes that fine disc, The Farwell of the Shepherds is a 
beautiful chorus, well sung with a light wood-wind accom- 
paniment and is very clear. 


Josquin des Prés (c.1445-1521) was one of the first 
musicians who impressed by his genius and held a high 
place until the appearance of Lassus and Palestrina. This 
unaccompanied motet will bear repeated listening and it is 
recorded beautifully. The balance of the Choir and the 
clarity of the recording would make this an outstanding 
disc aside from the fact that the music is of the utmost 
importance. Abbé Hoch and his choir have served us well. 


BIZET 


Bizet: Carmen—Suite. London Philharmonic Orchestra 
conducted by Sir Thomas Beecham. 4 sides, 2-12”

There are several version of Suites from the music of this 
Opera which have been available in the past, but without 
a doubt here is the best. The arrangement is as follows: 


Prelude, Act I (last part); Prelude, Act IV (Ara- 
gonaise); & Prelude, Act H (Les Dragons d'Alcala); 
Avec la garde montante, Act I (C-69689D). Prelude, 
Act IIl; Prelude, Act I (first part); & Danse Bohème,

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Those of us who have been fortunate enough to have 
heard this brilliant orchestra under Sir Thomas's direction 
felt the news of the disbandment of this organization as 
a keen personal loss. The rigors of war have caused the 
London Philharmonic to discontinue. Beecham and his 
men have given us some of the best recordings in the 
entire musical literature. Here they are at their best and 
the excellent recording which they have received give a 
most life-like performance. The spaciousness and definition, 
together with a vital reading, make this an outstanding set.

This release of the Bloch Concerto by the violinist who 


introduced the work to the world on December 15, 1938 


at Cleveland, puts us in debt to Columbia. It would be 
impossible to get a more authorative performance of this 
difficult and dazzling work. Ernest Newman writing 

the London premier in March said, “Ernst Bloch is one of 
the two or three composers of the present day who really 


matter. 


The Concerto is in three movements, they are: Allegro 
deciso moderato assai (4 sides); Andante calmo (134 
sides); and Deciso allegro moderato (24 sides). The 
scoring is typical of Bloch, colorful, dark hued with a 
slightly oriental favor. This is music of the utmost im- 
portance and will stand many repeated hearings before 
all of its beauties are apparent, The composer has men- 
tioned that the themes are treated “kaleidoscopically,”’ 
and combine with each other throughout the work, dis- 
appearing and reappearing “like characters in a drama,” 
to use his own words. The most important subject which 
permeates the music is that given out by the wind and 
brass at the beginning: this takes various forms in the 
course of the work, and is used in a final passage by the 
so 


Szigeti’s performance is excellent, and the orchestra plays 
admirably. The recording is good, clear and well-balanced 
in the orchestra, with a good deep bass; the violin tone 


is excellent. 
A definate “must”. 
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BRAHMS 


Brahms: Concerto (Violin and Orchestra) in D Major, 
Op. 77. Jascha Heifetz and The Boston Symphony 
Orchestra conducted by Serge Koussevitzky, 9 sides, 
5-12” discs, Nos. V-15526/30S in VM-581, price com- 
plete with album $9.00. 


Still we wait for the ideal realization of this concerto. We 
had hoped that this would be it, but this set just falls 
short of the mark, Koussevitzky, excellent musician that 
he is, does not succeed any too well as a conductor of 
Brahms. The soloist and the orchestra play magnificently 
but the results are not convincing. 


At present there are three versions available: Szigeti 
(CM-117) which despite its age is from an interpretative 
point of view the finest; Kreisler (VM-402) a mildly 
disappointing set; and Kulenkampff (T-E2074/8) a warm 
and glowing performance. The new version is technically 
superior to all of these but after all technique does not 
satisfy alone. As a recorded performance it will be some 
time before a better version will make its appearance. The 
fine acoustics of Symphony Hall and the excellent work 
done by the recording engineers have given us one of the 
best modern sets of discs. A most life-like tone and a very 
distinct definition make this a breath-taking set which 
unfortunately is not fully supported by the artists. 


Brahms: Ein Deutches Requiem, Op. 45—No. 5, “Thr 
habt nun Traurigkeit,” Hildegard Erdmann (soprano) 
with Chorus and Orchestra conducted by Seidler- 
Winkler, 12” imported disc, No. G-C3107, price $2.00. 


Here is a disc that causes the reviewer to run out of 
adjectives. An outstanding performance in every sense of 
the word. 


Miss Erdmann, a young German soprano with a beau- 
tiful well trained voice, sings this moving passage in a 
most convincing manner. Her cool, clear, effortless tones 
float over the choir and orchestra in a remarkable manner. 
The choir and orchestra are well placed and we get a 
sense of perspective not usually obtained in recordings 
of this kind. A magnificent performance which surpasses 
that of either Emmy Betterdorf (D-25282) or Florence 
Austral (V-9395).

March.” Played as it is here by Kilenyi in a remarkable 
recording made originally for Pathé, we find it a very fine 


interpretation of one of Chopin's greatest masterpieces, 


Comparing Kilenyi's version with that of Cortot (G- 
DB2019/20) we find much to admire in the two artists. 
Cortot having perhaps the edge in the first movement; 
while Kilenyi plays the famous third movement (Funeral 
March) with a deeper poetic insight, The tone of Kilenyi 
is less brittle. 


The recording is excellent, a beautiful clear tone faith- 
fully captured, and quiet surfaces make this a desirable 


set, 


The Mazurka No. 6 is also played with great beauty of 
tone and true poetic insight.

The 
voice is well produced and the recording is excellent but 
they are not the restrained performances we are accustomed 
to in America.

the Chicago Orchestra under Theodore Thomas in 1894. 
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The work derives its title from the Greek god of the & 


winds, Aeolus, It is in one movement: Allegro vivo, 
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The recording is excellently accomplished. A very fine 
balance is maintained in the orchestra and a good sense 
of depth gives us a set with life-like characteristics, The 
various instruments of the orchestra stand out clearly but 
are not over emphasized. 


Mr. Barlow and his men present a very fine reading and 
we can recommend this as an excellent “first”.

In fact her 
singing on this disc is very beautiful and the lesser known 
Cimetière makes this a worthwhile addition to your record 
library.

In the June 1939 Record Supplement we had a fine 
version of this concerto by Hermann Diener and his Col- 
legium Musicum (G-C3065/ 6) which was noteworthy. 
This new version by Weingartner is differently conceived, 
The harpsichord is replaced by a piano and the inner 
voices are not as clear. However, Weingartner and the 
Orchestra play in a most elegant manner. 


The recording is excellent and a good sense of pro- 
portion brings even the lightest string tone out faithfully. 


Handel: Organ Concerto No. 10, in D Minor, Op. 7, 
No. 4. E Power Biggs with Arthur Fiedler’s Sinfonietta.

It was with keen anticipation we awaited the arrival of 
these discs, At last a complete organ concerto of Handel 
would be available in a modern recording. Well the 
concerto is available but most emphatically not recom- 
mended. A poorer balance would be difficult to achieve. 
The organ drowns out the accompanying strings and the 
over amplification (or should we say Higher Fidelity) marrs 
what might be classified as an adequate performance. 


We sincerely recommend that the Victor engineers listen 
carefully to the very fine disc of Alfred Sittard and the 
Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra conducted by Leopold Lud- 
wig on PD-67257. There an excellent balance and clean 
recording enhance the work. Domestically Musicraft has 
given us good organ recordings and also Technicord so 
why not Victor?

This work also dates from Mozart's visit to Mannheim in 
1777. It is one of the seven sonatas for violin and piano 
and was composed in one day, March 11, 1778, just 
before his departure. There are three movements: Allegro 
vivace; Andante sostenuto; Rondo (Allegro). Milstein and 
Balsam combine their talent in another fine performance 
but we do not think that they have the ideal approach to 
Mozart. More noteworthy was the exquisite performance 
by Lili Kraus and Simon Goldberg in the Parlophone 
Mozart Chamber Music Society—Vol, I. This new version, 
while not measuring up to the Kraus and Goldberg one, 


is well played and recorded. 
The brilliant tone coloring and the complex orchestration 


is faithfully caught, with a quality of string tone and the 
timbre of the tympani standing out in bold relief when 
compared with the older versions, All of the exotic color- 
ing and barbaric splendor is fully revealed here.

Victor Connoisseur’s Corner brings us Walter's fine read- 
ing of the famous Jupiter. Originally released in England 
m March 1938 it aroused very favorable comment. For us 
there has been only one, and there still is only one, record- 
ing of this work. Beecham (CM-194) has given us a read- 
ing which so far remains unsurpassed. Comparing these two 
conductor's versions we still prefer the older Beecham 
version. The recording is still fresh but of course not as 
brilliant nor as clearly defined as the new Walter one. 


If you are a stickler for bright and clearly defined work 
we can recommend this new set but if you like a little 
more polish and elegance we urge you to listen to both 
before making a decision.

The 
language does not help either for un bacio and o kiisse 
mich while they mean the same, certainly do not sound 
the same. The recording is one of the finest, handling the 
voices and the orchestra with equal fidelity, The harp and 
the cellos are exceptionally clear, A magnificent recording 
falling just short of perfection.

One has 
only to listen to a very small part of the first disc to realize 
that this is one of the outstanding sets that has reached 
us in many months, That, it is the work of trae musicians 
and artists is apparent by the fine choice of material and 
excellent execution and recording. 


An excellent booklet accompanies the set giving a brief 
and concise description of the works and their authors. 


Every one of the selections recorded here are done in the 
best possible manner by the artists. Specially interesting 
is the exquisite Arne duet Oh the transport of possessing. 
sung in a most delightful style by the soprano and tenor. 
Also, no lover of Rameau can afford to overlook the ex- 
cellent interpretation by Cuenod of the very difficult 
L'Impatience. These are but two examples of the very 
fine artistry contained in this set. 


We cordially recommend this set to all of those who are 
not acquainted with the older composers but do like 
artistic singing and execution. From a technical side all 
are recorded in a most life like manner with a good balance 
between the voice and the accompaning instruments.
